VUKOR ADMINISTRATION 


Colonel Donald McGregor, of Mar- 
tintown, who has spent some time 
in Daweon writer under the date of 
March 30th, the following account 


of the condition of affairs in the far | 


north, which is of more — than or- 
dinary importance at the presont 
tire. The eolonel suys: “There has 
been considerable prospecting done 
since the early part of last summer, 
but notwithstending newspaper re- 
porte to the contrary, there has 
been nothing proved to pay s0 far, 
outside of those creeks in the vicinity 
of Dawson, namely, Bonanza, El- 
dorado, Hunker, Dominion, Sulphur 
and Gold Run and some of their tri- 
butaries. 

“Eldorado ig the richest, but after 
all that has been said and written 
about it. I cannot but think that three 
or four miler the length of Williams 
creek, Cariboo, contained as much gold 


as a proportionate length of Eldorado. | 


I believe the richest catch of all was 
a portien of a claim, 86 feet in 
length, on bonanza creek, a few hun- 
dred yards below the mouth of El- 
dorado. It was owned by a man nam- 
ed Richard Lowe. An old acquaint- 
ance of mine worked the claim for 
Lowe. He began at the lower end 
and took an open cut through to the 
head line, about 20 feet wide, and out 
of thet cut is said to have taken 
v-vJ,000, It does not seem as if that 
gold was deposited there in the usual 


manner, there being no traces of wash, | 


but black muck down to bedrock in 
places, and the gold almost lying in 
bunches in that bedrock.

OLD MAN KRUGER 


Oid man Kruger, republican despot 
though he is, is a typical Boer and 
thoroughly loyal to his country. Now, 
however, he is the victim of circum- 
stances over which he can have but 
little control. The trade and com- 
merce of his own land is being dir- 
ected into English channels. The 
people of British citizenship ‘in the 
Boer republic are increasing in num- 
bers rapidly and it will not be long 
before the old Boer element is inferior 
to the so-called Uitlanders in wealth 
and influence. Had the Transvaal as 
neigbbors several strong and envious 
nationalities, such as Switzerland has 
had for 200 years or more, there 
might be some likelihood of main- 
taining territorial integrity. Lacking 
these it ie almost certain that Kruger 
will soon be classified among the 
things that have been.

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An Interesting Account of a 
Trip From Edmonton to 
Fort Graham 


Te TRON ADT TROD 


Valuable Information Con- 
cerning the Peace River 


Country 
In view of the lying reports which 
have been published by. tnterested 


nape concerning the difficulties to 
met with on the Edmonton trail, 
the following account of a trip from 
a ie to Fort Graham, a distance 
of 950 miles is of peculiar interest. 
Mr. Alexander, by whom the record 
is given, is well known in Alberta. 
He formerly resided at Pincher Creek 
and after having freighted for some 
time on the Crow's Nest railway con- 
struction he was employed as head 
packer for the Helpman expedition 
and travelled as far as Great Slave 
Lake, a distance of 1,200 miles with; 
the advance party. On his return to 
Edmonton he was engaged as head 
packer to the exploration party sent 
out by the Dominion government fn 
charge of Mr. Pibble, D. L. 8S. The 
information given below should be 
useful not only to intending prospec- 
tors, but also to refute the many 
falsehoods which have been published 
concerning the Peace River district 
and the possibilities of reaching it. 

We pulled out’ from Edmonton, 
says Mr. Alexander, on July 12, 1898, 
travelling with pack train. The trail 
from tdmonton to Custs’ house on the 
Peace river is on the whole very 
good. There is now a wagon road 
right to St. John. The first wagon 
seen there had got ina few days 
ahead of us. With very little ex- 
pense a wagon trail could be made 
from St. Johns to Custs’ houee. There 
is no muskeg and the trail is fairly 
level. There are at least threo hills 
that would require to be graded 
although the hills up and down to the 
south Pine river are much _ steeper 
than any between Custs’ house and 
St. Johns. Between Edmonton § and 
Custs’ house there is good feed nearly 
all the way, and as a rule you get 
food water. From St. Johns to Fort 
Graham the trail is on the whole bad 
—muskegs, windfalls, and bad - side 
Pills nearly all the way. In early 
spring or late fall it is quite passable 
for pack trail. In mid-summer 1 
should think (if a wet summer) it 
Would be pretty tough. There is no 
regular pass over this trail; it simply 
means following creeks end ridges, 
and for a wagon trail I should say it 
is impracticable, but with some fixing 
would make a firm pack trail. For 
the last 50 miles the feed is very poor. 
We had it pretty tough, as all through 
the mountains we had over a foot of 
snow and were greatly delayed owing 
to our often missing the trail, as we 
had only a blaze here and there to 
go by. The journey from Edmonton 
to Custs’ house was forced very 
much as we had to meet boats bring- 
ing up the bulk of our supplies which 
were taken up by contract to Hudson's 
Hope by Messrs. Brick Bros., traders 
of Peace river, the total distance tra- 
velled by pack train being 1,400 miles, 
as follows: 


Edmonton to Lesser Slave lake.. 263 


Slave lake to Peace river......... 80 
Peace river to St. Jobns.......... 198 
St. Johns to Hudson’s Hope...... 70 
Hudson's Hope to Custs’ house.... 15 
Custs’ house to Graham.......... 324 
Fifteen double trips Hudson's 
Hope to Custs’ house, 30........ 450 
Total number of miles.......... 1400 


The average mileage per travelling 
day, excluding portaging at Custs’ 
house was 17 5-8 miles a day, which 
is ahead of the average mileage of 
pack trains, thirteen miles being 
considered fair over a rough country. 

Up to the time of reaching Graham 
we iost only two horses, one being 
drowned while I was trying to swim 
the Athabasca, and the other was 
poisoned on the Swan Hills. Numer- 
ous parties have had horees poisoned 
on thése hills. While I was with the 
Helpman expedition we had 14 dead 
in one night, and itis advisable 
when possible not to camp on the 
Hilfs, but to pust right through, a dis- 
tance cf about 40 miles. 

So many conflicung reports have 
been gieyn concerning this route that 
in the diary which I send you here- 
with, I have given the details con- 
cerning each camping place. 

I have no hesitaticn in saying an 
outfit if at all managed, can g£o 
through this route without any seri 
ous trouble. The best way if trav- 
elling with pack train ts w wave 
Edmonton about the middle of July 
and travel by easy stages to Cache 
creek, which is about 20 miles up 
the Peace River from St, John’s, or 
to some other suitable place, and put 
up hay there (hay is plentiful) and 
winter, und in the early spring push 
on, This gives you a whole season 
to explore and prospect the country. 
Your winter camp need not be dull, 
because you can hunt and trap and if 
if you have means at al yu will find 
that there is still gold in fur in the 
North West. in selecting a winter 
camp it is desiratle to get off the 
trail a few miles as you will be able 
to hunt with much better success and 
find much better feed for your stock.

C. C. MeCaul of Calgary Gives an 


Interesting Account of a 
Portion of His Trip 


fhe following extracts from a let- 
ter received froni Mr. McCaul, Q. C., 
who left here some time ago for 
Dawson, give a good description of 
a portion of his trip: 

8. S, Cutch, Port Essington, Skeena 
River, British Columbia. 

It is now 2:30 p, m. and we are just 
leaving this port after being, here 
since daylight. The tide falling we 
had to leave the dock and anchor out 
3 the intet, until the tide came in 
again, and we were able to tie up at 
tue docx again and unload, 

I cannot attempt to describe the 
scenery to you en route, but it is a 
succession of narrow channels, be- 
tween pine (or ceilar) clad and snow 


topped mountains, varied occasionally 
by a short run across some sound, or 
entrance, the biggest stretch of open 
water being Queen Charlotte sound. 
where we pitched and roiled a bit. 
This place is an inlet surrounded 
with splendid mountains; the prinel- 
pal industry being salmon canning, 
the population, about 2000 I shculd 
judge, almost entirely Siwash and 
Chinese, They are all engaged either 
in catching or canning salmon, ex- 
cept some few who hwat and trap, 
the game inciuding black bear, wolves, 
wolverine, marten, foxes, beaver, 
otter (both land and sea) lynx, ete. 
ve saw some magnificent skins in the 
warehouse here: and some fine spec!- 
mens of carving in soft slate and 
wood by Queen Charlotte Indians. 
The salmon cannery was most in- 
teresting, and you need never hesi- 
tate at eating any canned salmon, ex- 
the whole operation is most cleanly. 
They. employ in one cannery here 
(Cunningham's) about 150 hands be- 
sides some 100 fishermen, This is not 
the time of the big run, but it is 
he time of the big fish, and we saw 
several over 70 pounds each, The 
boats, which had been out since early 
morning, came in about 10:30 with 
the rising tide, each with from four 
to. seven fish (from abont 20 to 70%). 
The fish are handed to Stwashes (just 
as they come from the boats) about 
six of them at a Jong table or counter 
with a trough of running water run- 
ning al) its length, These fellows 
cut off the. heads, taila and fins, and 
slit open the belly, and take out the 
coarse entrails; and then the fish 
are slid through to the other side of 
the counter to squaws. who give them 
their first cleaning, al! done in run- 
ning spring water. Then they are 
passed to another batch of squaws 
(clean and neat) who scrape them 
again most carefully—-again in a 
stream, running in a sort ur trough, 
of spring water—and who scrape 
the scales away with a butcher knife. 
Trey are then passed to a cutting 
Veard where a-sort of revolving 
knife with blades about 10 Inches 
‘part, cuts them into chunks, and 
these chunks are then paesed to a 
brawny Siwash who cuts~them up 
into (let us say) hunks, of about 
half'a pound each. Pails full of these 
hunks are then carried to the 
counters where the packers are (all 
Siwash women and all neat and 
clean) who dress off the waste and 
peck the best of the meat (generally 
cutting it a Httlo finer) into the tins, 
The packed tins then pass to the 
‘cleaners’ who wipe them carefully 
with rar waste dipped in clean, fresh 
water, Then the tins go to another 
tatle, where a half dozen Chinamen 
ave Ke,t busy putting the tops oa, 
and from them they are passed on 
to a machine where the tops are sold- 
ered on to the can as they pass

Major Marchand, who was hurried 
from Paris last week by the govern- 


\ment, is now in an amusing dilemma. 


He started to see his parents in his 
Native town of Thoissey, but the 
crowds who received him imploringly 
explained that they wanted to give 
him an heroic reception, but had not 
expected him yet. The Mayor and cor- 
poration were not ready, and would he 
kindly take the train somewhere else, 
pending the preparations. He went 
to Macon, where he  disconsolately 
waited in a local hotel. He is already 
tired of this, and means to cruise in a 
government vessel in the English 
channel until June 28, when Thoissey 
hopes to be able, to receive him. 
Meanwhile he is unbosoming himself 
against England. He declares that 
with secret native allies he could have 
held Fashoda against the British, and 
would have undertaken to drive them 
out of the country. He remurks the 
strange similitude in the histories of 
Fashoda and the Suez Canal. “We 
were first in both—now nowhere in 
either.”
